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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed October 20, 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 57 and 
59 are amended and claim 58 is cancelled. Claims 57 and 59-77 are pending and 
further considered on the merits. 

Response to Amendment 

In response to the amendments, the examiner withdraws the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejections of claims 57 and 59-77 made in the office action dated May 21 , 2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 57 and 59-77 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art, namely Ookata, US 6284135 (Ookata) teaches a wastewater treatment 
apparatus (abstract) comprising a membrane module (REF 52, fig. 2) and an aeration 
member (REF 61 , fig. 2). Ookata fails to disclose or obviate a horizontally oriented 
sieve disposed between a wash chamber and the membrane module and a vertically 
oriented sieve at a wastewater infeed of the membrane module. For these reasons, the 
examiner considers claim 57 to be novel and non-obvious. 

3. Claims 59-77, for depending variously from claim 57 are also novel for at least 
the reasons set forth above. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
